Moore Institute of Art, like many great institutions, be- 
gan as a dream. It was first the dream of Mrs. Sarah 
Worthington Peter, the daughter of an Ohio Governor 
and wife of William Peter, the British Consul at the Port 
of Philadelphia. 

In 1844, Mrs. Peter, a woman dedicated to the feminist 
movement, engaged an art teacher and invited a few young 
ladies to her home on South Third Street in Philadelphia, 
to become trained in the arts. Within six years, the 
classes had outgrown the capacity of Mrs. Peter’s home 
and had attracted the attention of the Franklin Institute. 
Seeing the necessity for such a school, and feeling it 
could offer an outlet for the expert woodcuts and litho- 
graphs of the young students, the Institute took over the 
school in 1850. It was moved to rooms at 70 Walnut 
Street, another teacher was engaged, and a fee was 
charged the students in accordance with their ability to 
pay. It was clearly stated in a committee report, how- 
ever, “that in no case should the fee exceed five dollars 
per quarter.” The expenses of operating the school were 
partially covered by the retention of a portion of the 
money paid for student work. 

By 1853 a group of civic-minded citizens became in- 
terested in the school and it was chartered as an inde- 
pendent corporation to be known as The Philadelphia 
School of Design for Women. 

The same year, Mrs. Peter, now a widow, returned to 
her home in Ohio to be near her son, and there founded 
another art school for women which later became the 
Cincinnati Academy of the Fine Arts. 

Following its incorporation, a Board of Directors was 
formed for the management of the Philadelphia School of 
Design for Women, and under their leadership, many 
changes began to take place. In 1876 a selected group 
of teachers was sent to the school by the Philadelphia 
Board of Public Instruction to take advanced work, and 
a course in Normal Art Education was introduced in 1886. 

The school continued to grow in size and quality, and 
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in 1880 the Board of Directors purchased the Edwin 
Forrest mansion on North Broad Street. This brown- 
stone house, which had been the great actor’s home for 
many years, was renovated and furnished to meet the 
needs of the school; and on January 3, 1881, 215 students 
were admitted. The Forrest Mansion, enlarged periodi- 


cally, has been the home of the Institute since that time. 


MOORE INSTITUTE 


Of Art, Science and Industry 


Harold R. Rice, President 


In 1951, following a reorganization of the admin- 
istration structure of Moore Institute of Art, Dr. 
Harold R. Rice was named President; earlier, in 
1946, he had been invited to be Dean of the 
School, and since then, under his administration, 
the degree program has been revised to cover 
four years, rather than five, and a change of course 
content to include eight major departments, lead- 
ing later to a radical change in 1956, when the 
school became ali degree-granting, the diploma 
program abolished, and a revised general studies 
program added. 

Dr. Rice was educated at the University of Cin- 
cinnati, The Cincinnati Academy of the Fine Arts, 
and Columbia University, and prior to his being 
elected Dean of Moore Institute of Art, was head 
of the art department of the University of Alabama. 
Currently Dr. Rice is President of the National 
Association of Schools of Design, Vice-President 
of the Eastern Arts Association and a member of 
Council of the National Art Education Association. 
He is also Advisory Art Editor of the Book of 
Knowledge, and a member of the Board of Direc- 
tors of Harcum Junior College, and the Philadel- 
phia Art Alliance. 
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In 1918 the Hon. Edwin O. Lewis became President of 
the Board of Directors and, with a capable committee of 
Board members, he visited art schools all over the United 
States and Europe in an effort to determine the most 
modern and effective methods of teaching art. As a re- 
sult of findings made during his travels, a number of new 
courses and teaching techniques were incorporated into 
the school’s program. Included in the expanded program 
was Interior Decoration, first offered in 1919. 

While all of the courses at the school underwent tre- 
mendous development at this time, the Interior Decorating 
course was an extremely popular one from the beginning. 
Part of its success was attributed to the World War I 
armistice, which created a general feeling in the country 
for resettling into normal family life. The catalog for 
that year reads: “In response to repeated demands a 
course in Interior Decoration has been established and 
is in the charge of Miss Grace Cross whose study of that 
branch at the Chicago Art Institute was supplemented by 
a course in industrial arts at the University of Chicago 
and in Theoretical and Practical Design at the Philadel- 
phia School of Design for Women, also by the study of 
jewelry, metal, etc., in the studios of experts. This was 
followed by practical experience with a leading firm of 
decorators in Chicago and by teaching positions in At- 
lanta, Tulsa and the Kamehemeha School for Girls in 
Honolulu, T. H.” 

The classes listed for the Interior Decoration course 
included “Application of Designs to Furniture, Lamps, 
etc.,” and “Application of Period Design,” as well as 
courses in painting from household objects, and the 
study of antiques and perspective. At the end of the 
school year, the first prize ever to be given to the Interior 
Decoration department was awarded to a student by the 
Quaker Lace Company for an arrangement of lace cur- 
tains.

In 1922 a post-graduate course of one year was intro- 
duced by Miss Cross, answering the need of students 
who wished advance work; and Mr. Paul Domville was 
engaged to lecture and to teach “architectural work, 
shades and shadows.” The department continued to grow 
in size and quality. Following Miss Cross’ retirement in 
1926, Mr. Domville became Head of the Department and 
two more professors were engaged. Miss Harriet Sar- 
tain, noted artist and teacher, was engaged as the school’s

Joseph Moore, Jr., (1849-1921) 


Founder of Moore Institute of 
Art, Science and Industry. 


As a result of his archaelogical expeditions and 
his travels around the world, Joseph Moore, bank- 
er, manufacturer and author, was made a fellow 
of the Royal Geographical Society and a fellow 
of the French Society of Geography. He also held 
a degree of Master of Arts from Bucknell Uni- 
versity. In addition to his scientific work, he was 
interested in drama and music, and was a member 
of several learned societies in Europe and America. 
He was a member of the Board of Managers of 
the Drexel Institute of Philadelphia, a member of 
the American Historical Association, and a Trustee 
of the Fairmount Park Art Association. In his 
will he directed that the Moore Institute of Art, 
Science and Industry was to be established and 
maintained as a memorial to his parents, was to 
be for women only and similar in style, manage- 
ment and plan to the Drexel Institute. 











first dean in 1920. She succeeded her aunt, Miss Emily 
Sartain who had been principal since 1886. 

In 1921. Joseph Moore, Jr., a wealthy Philadelphia 
banker. merchant and manufacturer, bequeathed a for- 
tune to the “establishment of an institution of art. science 
and industry (for the) practical education and training 
of young women to fit them to earn their living.” The 
Moore Institute of Art. Science and Industry was incorpo- 
rated, and the men to whom Mr. Moore entrusted his 
estate selected the Philadelphia School of Design for 
Women for a merger, which took place in 1932. At that 
time, Moore Institute of Art was granted the right io 
bestow a Bachelor of Fine Arts Degree upon its graduates. 
According to the terms of Mr. Moore’s will, his estate was 
to be held in escrow until such time as there was enough 
money to consiruct “a building or buildings (to be) 
erected on a suitable site in the City of Philadelphia, and 
to fit the same with such modern appliances, fixtures and 
furnishings (as will be) best suited for the purposes of 
the said Institute.” 

Between 1932 and 1946, the managing body of the In- 
stitute, which was now separated into a Board of Man- 
agers and a Boasd of Trustees, dedicated itself to carrying 
out the directives of Mr. Moore’s will, and during those 
vears, the Institute went through a transitory period which 
involved many upheavals, and which culminated in the 
engagement of the first and present president, Dr. Harold 
R. Rice. During Dr. Rice’s administration the scholastic 
program of the Institute has seen many changes. He first 
revised the degree program so that it could be covered in 
four years instead of five, as had been the case up to that 
time, modified the division of courses into eight major de- 
partments, and made a series of changes which led gradu- 
ally to the Institute’s emergence as a professional art col- 
lege for women. Following World War II, the need for 
the new buildings became more pressing, and Dr. Rice, 
with the men and women of the Board of Managers and 
Trustees worked diligently and laboriously on_ their 
planning. 

The year 1957 has seen the first manifestation of the 
work and the plans of the forebearers of Moore Institute. 
On September 21st the new Residence Hall was completed 
at a cost of $1,125,000.00. Its site is the Benjamin Frank- 


lin Parkway, where it joins Philadelphia’s famous family

of cultural institutions. The art school building, now un- 
der construction, is expected to be completed in 1959. 

The growth which has been Moore Institute’s history 
has reached an apex during the past two years. Not only 
is its external face being lifted, but its internal scholastic 
program has undergone dramatic changes. 

In September, 1956 the school abolished its diploma 
program and became an all degree-granting institution, 
its administrators and particularly Dr. Rice, having a 
strong conviction that an integration of the arts and 
humanities is necessary for the creation of a good artist 
and that women, educated as artists, but lacking cultural 
background will be given the tools of their craft to work 
with but will have very little to say. It is this same belief 
that has led to the creation of a full-time humanities 
faculty and a series of general studies courses carefully 
integrated with the art courses. 

The objectives of the 1957 Moore Institute of Art re- 
main basically the same as those visualized by Mrs. Peter 
and Mr. Moore. Added to their views, however, is a 
broader and more inclusive concept of education as it 
exists in America today. In the words of Dr. Rice: 
“When liberally educated in the professional arts, the 
technically competent student emerges, not as a trades- 
man, but rather as an individual with an inquiring mind, 
possessing keen insight, the ability to reason and the 


power and skills to act with intelligent judgment.”

Moore Institute’s Department of Interior Design, headed 
by Edward A. Walton, AID, is one of its most prosperous 
and popular, encompassing a wide range of subjects in- 
cluding business methods, architectural rendering, mu- 
seum research, furniture design, and the history of 
interior design, as well as classes in perspective, oil, 
water color and general studies leading to the degree of 
Bachelor of Fine Arts. Whenever possible students are 
given the opportunity of utilizing their classroom learn- 
ing by working on actual projects such as a model ranch 
house which was designed by Moore students and ex- 
hibited at Snellenbergs, a Philadelphia department store. 
The most challenging and exciting project to date, how- 
ever, was that of designing the interiors for their new 
Art Residence Hall. The building, located at 20th and 
Cherry Streets, is the first step in the school’s program 
to erect a 5-million-dollar campus and includes five floors 
of student rooms, apartments for resident staff members, 
a reception lounge, recreation room and penthouse paint- 
ing terrace. A connected but separate building houses 
the student and faculty dining rooms, kitchen and service 
area. Highlights of these interiors are shown here, and 
the six students who worked on the project are shown 
on pages 104-105 with examples of their class work 
including maquettes of the areas they designed for the 
new building. Their next big project, which was started 
in the fall term, is to design the interiors of a new art 


school building scheduled for completion in 1959,

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Design on the “Big Board” 


In designing the recently opened branch office for the 
New York brokerage house, E. F. Hutton & Company, 
Virginia Conner Dick, AID, has created an interior 
conservative in feeling but with extraordinary eye-catch- 
ing appeal. This is entirely in keeping with the nature 
and function of the firm whose new quarters were estab- 
lished for the double purpose of better serving their 
clients from the conservative East Side, and to attract 
new investors by extending a tacit invitation for passers- 
by to step into the street-level office, located in the new 
C.LT. building at the busy intersection of 60th Street 
and Madison Avenue. 

Since the stock market is the guiding force of the 
firm’s operation, a huge curved board, designed by Mrs. 
Dick to show the rise and fall of all the major stocks, 
is the focal point of the interior, and the open floor plan 
is designed so that the entire office force has an unob- 
structed view of the board. To accomplish this, she 
utilized an amphitheater technique and designed the 
main floor on three levels: the lowest level with the stock 
quotation board, a row of seating for clients to watch 
the board, and one section of partitioned offices for the 


account executives who handle the buying and selling 


of stocks; the center section, raised 6”, continues the 





























partitioned offices and includes a curved reception desk 
facing the Madison Avenue entrance; to the right of this 
is the third level with a periphery of semi-enclosed ex- 
ecutive offices. 

When Mrs. Dick was called in to start planning the 
installation nearly two years before the opening, the 
building was in its skeletal stage and she was able to 
specify certain architectural changes. Probably the most 
important was the elimination of six columns which, left 
standing, would have made the design of an open-floor 
interior impossible. By eliminating the columns, how- 
ever, it was necessary to lower the ceiling to a height of 
only 1214 feet to accommodate the trusses added for sup- 
port. To gain the effect of greater height, the perimeter 
ceiling was reduced an additional foot and cove lighting 
was installed at the dividing point. 

All furnishings and materials were selected with an 
eye to establishing a mood of quiet dignity and at the 
same time create a strong decorative attraction. The 
monochromatic background colors of beiges and browns 
are enhanced with red and green upholstery; walls are 
covered with grasscloth in a soft brown tone; flooring 
is terrazzo, also selected by Mrs. Dick, and various areas 
are defined by beige Moresque rugs.

Editor's Note: In last month’s INTERIOR DESIGN Mr. 
Siegel outlined 4 areas of planning with a view toward 
the setting up of a tax-saving program. Continuing along 
these lines, there are several other areas which adapt 


themselves toward tax planning: 





1. Depreciation 

2. Timing for the incurring of expenses 
3. Charitable contributions 

4 


. Travel and Entertainment expenses 











Depreciation 

This is a tax situation which should command attention. 
Accelerated depreciation is permitted for property ac- 
quired new after 1953. As to such property acquired in 
1957, the calendar year taxpayer who desires to use the 
new method for this property should do so on his 1957 
Return. If the taxpayer does not take advantage of the 
accelerated depreciation in the first year of acquisition of 
new property, he must in succeeding years, obtain the 
Commissioner’s consent in order to accelerate at a later 
date. Stepped up depreciation gives the taxpayer a greater 
deduction during the first years of life of the property, 
and is particularly advantageous in high income years. 


Timing for the Incurring of Expenses 
Most business enterprises are on the accrual basis and 
as such, the leeway for timing deductions isn’t quite as 
great as with individuals on the cash basis. Nevertheless, 
in a high income year, there are several possibilities: 
a. Needed repairs can be made 
b. Since routine supplies are not inventoried, you can 
stock up and incur the expense deduction during the 
current year 
c. If it is the policy of the company to take advantage 
of advertising in varied forms, the last few months 
of a tax year should find the plans set, the contracts 
signed, and the expenses incurred so that the cost 
of such advertising campaigns will be a deduction 
against a high income year 
d. Particular attention should be given to the hastening 
of the closing of deals or contracts, or the deferment 
of such deals or contracts, depending upon whether

the end result is a deductible expense or a taxable 
income item. 


Charitable Contributions 

Charitable contributions are an actual cost of doing 
business in today’s scheme of things. High tax rates make 
the net cost of giving considerably less than the dollar 
value of the gift because of the deduction allowed. For 
example, the net cost for a corporation for giving $100.00 
in 1957 is either $70.00 (income not over $25,000.00), 
or $48.00 (income over $25,000.00). For a single in- 
dividual whose taxable income is in the $8,000.00 to 
$10,000.00 bracket, the net cost per $100.00 of deductible 
contributions is $66.00. As a further example, for a 
single individual in the $20,000.00 to $22,000.00 bracket, 
the next cost is $44.00 per $100.00 of contributions. 
Contributions need not necessarily be in cash. It is of 
utmost importance for a business to note that inventory 
property may be contributed and may serve as a de- 
ductible contribution if it is given to a properly qualified 
organization. The deductible value of such inventory 
property is the lowest usual selling price at the time of 
contribution. Thus, if it is the desire of an organization 
handling merchandise to make a contribution of some 
item from its stock, the allowable deduction is not the 
cost of the item, but the lowest selling price, e.g., for a 
wholesaler, the wholesale price, for quantities, the quan- 
tity price. If you give items like toys, books and clothing, 
their value is deductible. Services that are rendered to a 
charity are not deductible but reimbused costs related to 
your donated services are deductible. Charitable contribu- 
tions are deductible up to 20% of adjusted gross income. 
An additional 10% of adjusted gross income can be 
deducted above the 20% limit to the extent that these 
gifts are made directly to churches, schools and hospitals. 


Travel and Entertainment Expenses 

The problem of obtaining maximum deductions for 
travel and entertainment expenses ranks among the most 
serious tax and accounting problem within the interior 
designing field. Because of the very nature of an interior 
designer’s work, he must of necessity be on the outside, 
traveling to either the place of business of the “sources”

or traveling to his client’s home or office, or wining and 
dining a client. The Internal Revenue Bureau has been 
casting a very “strict” eye on expense account deductions. 
Recently the Director of Internal Revenue has recom- 
mended to its field officers the very careful scrutinization 
of payments for traveling, entertainment, promotional or 
selling expenses to officer-stock..o.ders of closely held 
corporations where these expenses are treated as deduc- 
tions from income. It is now the policy of the Internal 
Revenue Bureau to add to the income of the individual 
officer-stockholder any amounts which have been dis- 
allowed to the corporation by the examining officer as 
being inadequately substantiated or not ordinary or nec- 
essary business expenses. 

The seriousness of this situation can be brought home 
by the following example: A corporate taxpayer has taken 
a deduction for traveling and entertainment on its income 
tax return. Upon examination of this income tax return 
by the Internal Revenue, the examining agent disallows 
$1,000.00 of this expense as being unsubstantiated. The 
resulting additional tax to the corporation (net income 
under $25,000.00) would be at the rate of 30% of 
$1,000.00 or $300.00. In addition, the examining agent 
will add this $1,000.00 to the income of the officer- 
stockholder and recompute the officer-stockholder’s per- 
sonal income tax return for the year under examination.

For purposes of example, assume that the officer-stock- 
holder is in the 26% bracket. There would therefore be 
an additional tax assessed against the individual in the 
sum of $260.00. Summing up this picture under the condi- 
tions outlined above, the disallowance of unsubstantiated 
expenses in the amount of $1,000.00 will cost the tax- 
payer $560.00. Recently, the Treasury Department has 
: issued publicity which has appeared in all the major

newspapers regarding the problem of expense accounts 
and the reporting of such items on the tax return. With 





these conditions in mind, it becomes company policy to 
review its position as to deductions for travel and enter- 
tainment expenses, either by principals of the company 
or by its employees. In general, it may be summed up by 





saying that good records must be kept identifying the 
nature of the expense, the recipient of the funds, the 





business necessity, and the type of disbursement.
